Some  Provo  buildings 
not  necessarily  firesafe 


Editor’s  note:  This  is  the  first  in  a  series  of  three  articles 
on  the  Provo  Fire  Code  and  problems  associated  with  fire 
safety  in  the  city.

How  safe  is  your  apartment  complex? 

Suppose  you  wake  up  at  5  a.m.  and  smell 
smoke.  Would  you  know  what  to  do? 

Would  you  and  your  roommates  have  pre¬ 
viously-discussed  plans  so  you  would  all  be  able 
to  exit  safely?  Or  would  you  not  know  how  you 
were  going  to  get  out  of  the  building? 

A  small  staff  of  fire  inspectors  and  a  growing 
construction  business  keep  fire  inspections  to  a 
minimum  in  Provo. 

Provo  City  Fire  Marshal  Bob  Perry  said  he  and 
one  part-time  inspector  are  responsible  for  in¬ 
specting  buildings  in  Provo,  and  the  number  of 
structures  in  the  area  keep  them  from  inspecting 
the  buildings  as  often  as  they  would  like  to. 

Many  housing  units  built  before  summer  1980 
do  not  conform  to  the  current  building  and  fire 
code.  Durrell  Barney,  assistant  Provo  City  fire 
chief,  said  most  apartment  complexes  and  houses 
in  the  Provo  area  are  classified  as  “existing  non- 
conforming”  because  they  were  built  under  older 
fire  codes. 

New  apartments  and  houses  must  conform  to 
the  1979  code,  which  the  city  adopted  in  1980, 
Barney  said,  but  adherence  to  the  code  specifica¬ 
tions  is  not  retroactive.  In  fact,  fire  inspectors 
can  do  almost  nothing  to  update  housing  units 
built  under  an  older  fire  code  as  long  as  the  hous¬ 
ing  is  not  hazardous. 

The  uniform  fire  and  building  code  was  written 
by  the  International  Conference  of  Builders  Offi¬ 
cials  and  the  National  Fire  Chief  Association  to 
safeguard  property  and  to  save  lives.  Barney 
said  the  code  is  divided  into  two  basic  sections. 
The  first  section,  the  uniform  building  code,  is 


“80  percent  fire  code.” 

The  uniform  building  code  sets  down  basic 
guidelines  about  what  types  of  materials  should 
be  used  for  construction.  Barney  said  the  code 
also  emphasizes'  structural  safety.  “We’re  get¬ 
ting  to  the  stage  that  emphasizes  how  building 
problems  cause  fire,”  he  said. 

Some  structures  are  simply  more  susceptible 
to  fires  than  others,  Barney  said.  The  age  of  the 
unit,  the  materials  used  and  the  building  plan  are 
all  factors  involved  in  determining  the  safety  of  a 
structure. 

The  second  part  of  the  fire  code,  “goes  hand  in 
hand  with  the  building  code,”  he  said.  This  part 
contains  guidelines  for  life  safety,  exiting,  public 
interaction,  the  installation  and  maintenance  of 
life-safety  systems  and  appliances  (such  as  fire 
extinguishers),  and  spontaneous  combustion.  It 
also  offers  guidelines  for  the  inspector  to  know 
what  is  safe  and  what  is  not  safe  for  different 
types  of  buildings. 

Since  the  fire  code  is  not  applicable  to  older 
buildings,  Perry  said  he  is  concerned  about 
teaching  fire  prevention.  He  and  inspector  Carl 
Loveless  make  suggestions  to  apartment  owners 
about  updating  apartments  to  make  them  safer, 
but  he  said  they  cannot  “make”  them  do  anything 
about  it. 

Installing  sprinkler  systems  helps  bring  down 
insurance  rates  for  owners,  he  said,  and  putting 
in  smoke  alarms  helps  make  apartments  safer. 

Prospective  builders  must  prove  the  unit  they 
plan  to  build  will  be  safe  and  up  to  the  current  fire 
and  building  code,  Barney  said.  A  builder  must 
submit  a  copy  of  his  plot  plans  and  show  the 
vicinity  of  the  proposed  building  to  the  Site  Plan 
Committee  before  receiving  a  permit  to  start 
buiding.

turers  of  cut  and  polished  diamonds  with  factories  in  Antwerp, 
Belgium  and  Johannesburg,  South  Africa.  ”  Referring  to  the  local 
distributor,  the  letter  said  they  “are  closely  associated  to  us  and 
are  in  the  U.  S.  A.  for  the  sole  purpose  of  distributing  exclusively 
our  diamonds.” 

The  evidence  gathered  by  the  BBB  suggests  that  the  distribu¬ 
ter  did  not  get  diamonds  directly  from  mines  and  that  the  di¬ 
amonds  were  not  cut  locally. 

Engeman  said  advertisements  by  diamond  distributors  often 
claim  price  reductions  as  high  as  50  to  75  percent  without  ever 
mentioning  what  the  actual  prices  really  are  or  the  exact  amount 
of  the  true  reduction.  Prices  are  usually  inflated,  and  the  reduc¬ 
tion  is  still  above  the  normal  retail  price  of  an  equivalent  stone, 
she  added. 

Kent  Flowers,  assistant  manager  of  Bullock  and  Losee  Jewel¬ 
ers  of  Provo,  said  he  was  in  possession  of  sale  and  grading 
receipts  that  indicate  a  local,  well-known  dealer  had  sold  a  stu¬ 
dent  a  diamond  of  considerably  less  value  than  what  the  dealer 
had  claimed  it  to  be. 

Similar  claims 

However,  several  local  dealers  make  similar  claims  regarding 
other  local  competitors. 

Rick  Hansen,  manager  of  Wilson  and  Co.  Diamonds  Inc.,  said 
consumers  should  consider  buying  only  diamonds  that  have  been 
certified  and  graded  by  the  Gemilogical  Institute  of  America. 

According  to  Hansen,  diamonds  are  graded  based  on  carat 
weight,  color,  cut  and  clarity.  A  small  percentage  of  dealers  in 
Utah  County  have  the  equipment  necessary  to  provide  this  grad¬ 
ing  verification  to  their  customers,  he  said. 

“The  cut  will  determine  the  amount  of  light  that  will  pass 
through  the  diamond,”  Hansen  said.  “Most  of  the  time,  diamonds 
are  cut  for  weight  and  not  necessarily  for  ideal  purposes.” 

Hansen  said  the  height  of  the  cut  diamond’s  crown  should  be  12 
to  16.2  percent  of  the  stone’s  diameter,  and  the  table  or  top  flat 
facet  should  be  between  33  to  65  percent  of  the  diamond’s  dia¬ 
meter.  The  Pavilion,  or  bottom  cone  of  the  stone,  should  be 
between  41  to  45  percent  of  the  diameter.  “If  the  cone  is  too  deep, 
there  will  be  a  bad  refraction  of  light,”  he  said. 

Color  misrepresented 

“Color  is  the  factor  that  is  the  most  misrepresented,”  Hansen 
said.  “  Y ou  need  to  have  something  to  compare  it  to.  The  only  way 
is  with  a  set  of  certified  color  comparison  stones  against  a  white 
background.” 

A  diamond’s  color  is  graded  on  a  scale  of  D  to  Z  ,  which  ascends 
in  range  from  near  colorless  to  a  faint  or  light  yellow,  he  said. 
Most  local  stores  sell  diamonds  that  range  in  grading  from  J  to  I. 
But  because  it  is  impossible  for  the  untrained  shopper  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  grade,  G,  H,  and  I  diamonds  that  tend  to  be  more  yellow 
in  color  are  often  sold  as  the  more  valuable  J  or  K  grades,  he  said. 

“Eighty  percent  of  the  people  who  buy  diamonds  never  have 
their  diamond  weighed  in  front  of  them,”  Hansen  said.  Diamond 
weights  are  graded  on  a  system  that  sets  one  carat  equal  to  100 
points  and  each  point  should  weigh  two  milligrams.  A  one-carat 
diamond  should  weigh  about  200  milligrams,  he  said. 

Clarity  is  the  least  important  of  the  factors  because  tiny  flaws 
and  imperfections  are  difficult  to  see  with  the  naked  eye,  he  said. 

“Even  though  consumers  don’t  know  what  they  are  really 
getting,  neither  do  most  of  the  jewelers,”  Hansen  said.  “Most 
jewelers  don’t  know  much  themselves.  They’re  just  in  the  busi¬ 
ness  for  the  money.”

WASHINGTON  —  The  Senate  is  about  to  begin 
the  job  of  deciding  whether  to  make  Harrison  A.

Williams,  61,  has  been  sentenced  to  serve  three 
years  in  prison  and  fined  $50,000  on  charges  that  he 
agreed  to  accept  a  hidden  interest  in  a  titanium 
mine  in  exchange  for  using  his  personal  influence  as 
a  senator  to  help  the  venture  obtain  military  con¬ 
tracts. 


WARSAW,  Poland  —  A  domestic  travel  ban  was 
eased  Sunday  by  Poland’s  martial  law  rulers,  but 
Poles  must  still  obey  an  all-night  curfew,  submit  to  ( 
strict  censorship  and  cannot  leave  the  country, 
according  to  the  official  news  agency  PAP. 

Interior  Minister  Gen.  Czeslaw  Kiszcak,  the  na¬ 
tion’s  chief  law  enforcer,  also  warned  in  an  inter¬ 
view  carried  by  PAP  that  the  government  will 
crack  down  hard  on  any  new  “acts  of  terrorism”  and 
that  dissidents  who  work  against  the  Communist 
government’s  supreme  authority  may  face  deporta¬ 
tion.

STANSTED,  England  —  Four  armed  hijackers 
peacefully  surrendered  a  Tanzanian  jetliner  Sun¬ 
day  by  sending  two  small  children  from  their  own 
families  off  the  aircraft  with  their  weapons,  ending 
a  three-day  takeover. 

Police  said  all  76  passengers  and  six  crew  mem¬ 
bers  were  “safe  and  well,”  although  four  passen¬ 
gers  were  taken  to  a  hospital  in  shock.  Police  earlier 
had  estimated  there  were  100  people  on  board.

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UFO  turns  out  to  be  part 
of  falling  Soviet  rocket 


All  fired  up  because 
you  bought  the  wronj 
textbook  by  mistake; 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Authorities  in  Idaho 
and  N evada  say  they  have  been  unable  to  locate  any 
debris  from  a  burned-out  Soviet  rocket  that 
streaked  across  the  sky  in  several  western  states 
before  its  disintegrating  fiery  display  Tuesday 
night. 

Sheriff  Jim  Miller  of  Elko  County,  Nev.,  said 
callers  to  his  office  reported  that  fragments  from 
the  flaming  rockets  may  have  landed  in  the  remote 
Humboldt  National  Forest  in  northern  Nevada. 
But  Miller  said  that  the  reports  could  not  be  sub¬ 
stantiated. 

The  spectacular  fireball  was  seen  from  the  Cana¬ 
dian  border  south  to  Las  Vegas  and  from  the  Dako¬ 
tas  to  Seattle,  officials  said.  Col.  Fred  Watkins  of 
the  North  American  Air  Defense  Command  Post  at 
Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  said  witnesses  reported 
the  object  appeared  to  break  up  over  southern  Ida¬ 
ho  as  it  streaked  north  to  south. 

Meanwhile,  Watkins  said  Air  Force  officials 
knew  the  Soviet  rocket  booster  would  re-enter  the 


atmosphere  over  North  America  about  two  hours 
before  it  was  seen  over  the  western  United  States. 

He  said  NORAD  decided  not  to  issue  a  public 
warning  because  there  was  little  chance  any  debris 
would  land  and  there  was  no  way  to  tell  just  where 
the  booster  would  fall. 

Watkins  said  NORAD  had  received  no  reports 
that  debris  from  the  spent  rocket  reached  the 
earth.  He  said  any  debris  would  not  be  radioactive. 

Law  enforcement  officers  in  Bear  Lake  and 
Franklin  counties  in  southern  Idaho  said  they  were 
unable  to  locate  any  debris. 

Callers  besieged  law  enforcement  agencies, 
newspapers  and  television  stations  in  Utah,  Idaho 
and  Wyoming  after  the  object  appeared  in  the 
clear,  winter  sky  just  after  9  p.m.  MST. 

Mike  Mills  of  Salt  Lake  City’s  Hansen  Planetar¬ 
ium  said  telephones  rang  continuously  from  about 
9:15  p.m.  until  10:30  p.m.  He  said  northern  Utah 
callers  reported  Hearing  noise  similar  to  the  sound 
of  a  motor  as  the  object  passed.

“I’m  only  enrolled  in  one  class  so  far  because 
that’s  all  I’ve  been  able  to  do  the  work  for.  I  prob¬ 
ably  would’ve  been  better  off  had  I  stayed  at  home 
this  semester,”  she  said. 

Schmidt  said  most  all  of  the  blind  students  are 
worried  about  their  school  work,  but  don’t  know 
what  to  do  about  it.  “Everyone  gets  pretty  depress¬ 
ed  around  here  and  all  we  can  do  is  just  sit  and  wait 
to  see  what  will  happen  next,”  she  said.  “I  feel  like 
I’m  walking  in  a  stream  trying  to  go  uphill  and 
everything  is  pushing  against  me  so  that  I  can’t 
make  it.  It’s  hard  to  keep  trying  when  you  begin  to 
not  care  anymore,  too,”  she  added. 

Roberts  said  that  not  only  BYU  and  other  pri¬ 
vate  institutions  are  being  hard-pressed  for  money 
to  educate  their  blind  students,  but  many  state 
schools  and  rehabilitation  centers  throughout  Utah 
are  hurting  as  well. 

Some  of  the  blind  students  seem  to  think  the 
problem  is  mostly  with  Utah  budgets.  Kent  McGre¬ 
gor,  a  graduate  student  form  Boise,  Idaho,  major¬ 
ing  in  mass  media  administration,  said  he  has  re¬ 
ceived  no  problems  with  the  Idaho  rehabilitation 
program  he  is  on. 


“I’ve  been  asked  to  cut  back  where  I  can,  but  I’ve 
also  been  told  I  would  never  run  out  of  money,”  he 
said.  “Idaho  is  doing  OK  compared  to  other  states. 
In  Utah,  they  say  they’ll  pay  for  their  tuition,  so  the 
kids  go  to  school  and  then  they  don’t  get  the  money. 
It’s  quite  frustrating  for  them,”  he  said. 

The  only  way  a  blind  student  can  obtain  the  mate¬ 
rial  from  his  textbooks  is  to  read  braille  or  have 
someone  else  read  the  material  to  him.  However, 
not  enough  textbooks  are  made  in  braille  and  not 
enough  people  volunteer  as  readers  so  blind  stu¬ 
dents  can  get  the  material  they  need  to  study,  said 
John  Meyers,  a  graduate  assistant  with  Student 
Special  Services  from  Rexburg,  Idaho,  majoring  in 
counseling  and  guidance. 

“We  are  using  volunteers  to  record  all  of  the 
students’  textbooks  on  tape.  The  procedure  takes  a 
lot  of  time,  and  we  need  lots  more  volunteers,”  he 
said. 

Student  Special  Services  works  with  the  HBLL 
Learning  Resource  Center  and  the  instructional 
graphics  department,  according  to  Meyers.

Fear  of  clouds 
launches  Y  skier's 
successful  career

The  1973  National  Gelande  Ski  Championship 
was  different  —  for  the  first  time  in  its  history  of 
tournaments  conducted  around  the  world,  the 
championship  was  captured  by  an  amateur  skier  — 
a  13-year-old  Orem  youth. 

Dpnny  Bills,  now  a  5-foot-5-inch  sophomore  at 
BYU  majoring  in  business  and  a  member  of  the  ski 
team,  to  this  day  is  the  only  amateur  ever  to  win  a 
Gelande  tournament.  A  tournament  emphasizing 
height  and  form  in  ski  jumping  and  involving  the 
se  of  normal  Alpine  ski  equipment. 

“When  I  won  the  championship  I  was  really  just 
overwhelmed.  Because  I  had  had  to  leave  the 
tournament  early  to  attend  school,  I  heard  the 
announcement  on  the  television  news  that  I  was  the 
national  winner.  I  was  just  too  young  to  realize  the 
importance  of  winning  something  like  that,  and  it  is 
something  I  don’t  think  I  will  ever  be  able  to  do 
again,”  Bills  said. 

The  reason  Bills  said  he  will  never  be  able  to 
the  Gelande  championship  again,  is  because  since 
1975  he  has  had  to  leave  jumping  to  concentrate  all 
his  efforts  on  downhill  racing. 

A  member  of  the  1977  and  1978  Junior  National 
Ski  teams,  Bills  said  downhill  racing  has  been 
major  part  of  his  life.  In.  fact,  he  said,  skiing  has 
been  the  major  part  of  his  life  since  he  was  3  years 
old. 

“It  is  really  hard  to  believe  that  I  was  afraid  of 
clouds,  but  as  a  child  they  really  frightened  me.  The 
doctors  suggested  to  my  parents  that  they  get  me 
involved  in  some  sort  of  activity  out-of-doors, :  ’ 

could  face  my  fears,”  he  said. 

Bills  said  the  members  of  his  family  were  all 
skiers,  so  that  was  the  outdoor  sport  they  involved 
him  in. 

While  participating  with  the  Junior  National 
teams,  Bills  said  he  experienced  both  pain  and 
triumph.  The  first  year  he  participated  in  Mt. 
Aleyska,  Ala.,  and  for  four  days  skied  against  the 
best  junior  racers  in  the  nation. 

The  second  day  of  the  competition  Bills  fell  in  a 
downhill  race  and  broke  his  ribs.  Yet,  with  the  help 
of  a  brace,  he  went  on  to  place  12th  in  the  downhill 
slalom.  ’ 

“I  didn’t  want  to  waste  my  money  and  all  the  time 
I  had  put  into  training  for  that  race,  so  I  wore  a  rib 
brace  and  took  pain  killers,”  Bills  said.  “I  must 
admit  during  the  tournament  I  was  a  little  dozy.”

For  those  who  are  tired  of  cold, 
snowy  weather  and  want  a  summer 
retreat,  there  may  be  hope.  Death 
Valley  in  southeastern  California  is  a 
vast  storehouse  of  beautiful  and  un¬ 
usual  scenery. 

A  trip  to  Death  Valley  can  be  fun 
and  exciting.  Entering  the  valley  is 
like  entering  another  world.  The  des¬ 
cent  into  Death  Valley  is  incredible, 
and  within  10  miles  the  highway 
drops  4,000  ft.  to  the  valley  floor. 

The  ghost  town  of  Rhyolite  is  lo¬ 
cated  near  Beatty,  Nev.,  and  is  the 
ghost  of  a  1904  gold-strike  boom  town 
that  died  in  1911.  Shells  of  a  hotel, 
stores  and  banks  are  all  that  remain  of 
a  town  that  once  had  10,000  residents. 

Titus  Canyon,  which  is  a  vertical 
gash  through  the  Grapevine  Moun¬ 
tains  and  an  awesome  display  of  what 
Mother  Nature  is  capable  of  doing, 
can  be  reached  after  a  very  rough  25- 
mile  drive. 

One  of  the  most  popular  places  in 
Death  Valley  is  Scotty’s  Castle  in  the 
north. 

Scotty’s  Castle  was  a  dream  come 
true  for  Walter  Scott  —  better  known 
as  Death  Valley  Scotty,  who  along 
with  his  benefactor,  Albert  Johnson, 
built  the  castle  in  northern  Death  Val¬ 
ley  for  Johnson’s  wife  in  the  early 
1900s. 

Scotty’s  Castle  in  Grapevine  Ca¬ 
nyon  was  built  at  a  cost  of  more  than 
$1.5  million  and  has  an  estimated 
value  of  $50  million  today,  said  an  offi¬ 
cial  at  the  castle. 

According  to  legend,  Scotty  often 
hinted  that  he  had  a  gold  mine  hidden 
away  in  the  remoteness  of  Death  Val¬ 
ley,  and  many  people  believed  him. 
But  others  figured  his  “Bonanza”  was 
•  his  friendship  with  Johnson. 


Five  miles  from  Scotty’s  Castle  is 
Ubehebe  Crater,  which  is  a  distinc¬ 
tive  feature  of  the  northern  end  of 
Death  Valley,  and  was  formed  when 
an  explosive  volcano  blew  a  crater 
one-half  mile  wide  and  800  feet  deep. 
It  is  the  largest  and  youngest  of  a 
group  of  volcanoes  in  northern  Death 
Valley.  According  to  experts, 
Ubehebe  was  active  probably  no 
more  than  a  few  thousand  years  ago. 

Fifty  miles  to  the  south  is  Devil’s 
Golf  Course,  which  is  1,000  feet  of 
interbedded  salt  and  water-bearing 
rocks.  In  a  book  on  Death  Valley,  Wil¬ 
liam  D.  Clark  said,  “The  hellish  forms 
of  Devil’s  Golf  Course  seem  to  invoke 
Old  Lucifer  himself.” 

Continuing  south  is  Badwater,  the 
lowest  land  in  the  Western  Hemis¬ 
phere.  On  a  cliff  280  feet  above  the 
valley  floor,  is  a  sign  indicating  sea 
level. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  and  col¬ 
orful  sights  is  Artists  Palette,  a  color¬ 
ful  jumble  of  eroded  rocks  and  sun¬ 
baked  soil.  Artists  Palette  is  full  of 
different  colored  rocks  of  purple, 
orange  and  pink,  formed  by  various 
mineral  pigments  from  volcanic  de¬ 
posits. 

One  of  the  main  stops  for  tourists  is 
Furnace  Creek  Ranch  and  Inn,  which 
is  located  at  the  south  end  of  the  val¬ 
ley.  Furnace  Creek  Ranch  is  an  oasis 
in  the  middle  of  the  desert  with  res¬ 
taurants,  a  gas  station,  motel  and  a 
golf  course.  Furnace  Creek  Inn  is  lo¬ 
cated  two  miles  farther  south,  and  is  a 
luxury  inn  with  tennis  courts  and  a 
swimming  pool. 

Located  20  miles  to  the  north  of 
Furnace  Creek  is  the  village  of 
Stovepipe  Wells,  which  received  its 
name  long  ago  when  early  prospec¬ 
tors  dug  a  well  in  what  would  seem  to 
be  considered  the  wrong  area  for  wa-

ter.  One  of  them  marked  the  spot  by

Located  two. miles  behind 
Stovepipe  Wells  is  Mosaic  Canyon, 
where  time  and  the  elements  have 
turned  the  canyon  walls  into  colorful 
natural  patterns.  Also  in  this  area  are 
sand  dunes  that  have  been  sculptured 
by  the  wind  into  various  shapes  and 


One  of  the  most  spectacular  parts  of 
Death  Valley  is  Dante’s  View,  which 
sits  more  than  a  mile  higher  than  the 
salt  flats  and  provides  a  panoramic 
view  of  the  valley.  A  sign  at  Dantes’ 
said  that  it  is  25  degrees  cooler  than 
the  valley  floor.

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Bills'  love  of  skiing  makes  success  easy

The  Junior  National  tournament  at  Sun  Valley, 
Idaho,  Bills  said  was  a  “personal  triumph.”  In  the 
downhill  slalom  he  completed  the  race  with  a  time 
that  would  have  put  him  in  the  fourth  place  slot,  yet 
because  of  a  fall  right  at  the  finish  line  that  caused 
him  to  miss  the  final  gate  he  was  disqualified. 

In  his  senior  year,  Bills  won  the  high  school 
championships  sponsored  by  KTVX,  Channel  4, 
Salt  Lake  City.  Winning  this  tournament  gave  him 
a  scholarship  to  the  college  of  his  choice  in  the 
United  States.  Bills  chose  the  University  of  Utah, 
because  of  their  fine  ski  team,  he  said. 

However,  because  Bills  wanted  to  serve  a  mis¬ 
sion  he  was  only  at  the  U  of  U  for  one  quarter. 

“When  I  told  the  coach  of  the  ski  team  that  I  was 
going  on  a  mission,  he  told  me  if  I  was  going  to  do 
that  I  better  leave  their  team  right  then,  and  so  I 


did,”  Bills  said. 

In  May  1979,  Bills  left  for  England  on  his  mission. 
“They  call  flat  hills,  mountains  and  had  slush,  for 
snow.  England  did  not  tempt  me  to  go  out  and  start 
skiing.” 

This  semester,  Bills  became  a  member  of  the 
BYU  ski  team,  and  although  he  said  two  years 
away  from  the  sport  can  make  a  difference,  he  is 
confident  that  by  the  end  of  the  season  his  skiing 
will  be  at  the  level  where  it  left  off. 

“I  didn’t  know  what  my  skiing  was  going  to  be 
like,  and  I  was  really  worried  where  the  money  was 
going  to  come  from  for  me  to  race.  However,  on  my 
birthday  two  companies  called  me  up  and  offered  to 
sponsor  me.” 

The  ski  team  this  year  has  already  traveled  3,000 
miles.  Bills  said,  and  in  every  tournament  has 
placed  in  the  top  10.  He  said  Dean  Wheadon,  coach 
for  the  BYU  ski  team,  has  made  an  excellent  effort 
to  upgrade  the  ski  team. 

Bills  has  placed  eighth  in  two  slalom  races,  and 
adds  confidently  that  now  that  he  has  been  able  to 
get  back  on  his  skis  for  a  while,  he  will  start  win¬ 
ning. 

Coach  Wheadon  agrees  with  Bills,  and  said  he 
feels  that  once  he  has  adjusted  from  returning  from 
his  mission  his  skiing  will  improve.  “Donny  is  skiing 
very  well,  although  I  know  he  would  like  to  go 
faster.  He  is  one  of  three  newly  returned  missionar¬ 
ies  on  our  team  and  will  improve.” 

In  the  starting  gate,  when  the  seconds  are  tick¬ 
ing  down,  Bills  said  his  attitude  totally  changes 
from  the  attitude  he  has  outside  of  the  gate.  “Out¬ 
side  the  gates  I  really  psych  myself  up  and  keep 
telling  myself  I  have  got  to  beat  the  clock,  but  once 
inside  those- gates  I  really  mellow  out.  I  have  seen 


too  many  skiers  just  explode  coming  out  of  the 
gates  and  blow  their  whole  race  right  there.” 

Sometimes  while  in  the  gates,  he  said,  he  thinks 
about  some  advice  Robert  Redford  gave  him  while 
he  was  in  high  school  and  working  on  Redford’s 
ranch  crew. 

“One  day  I  was  working  and  Redford  took  me  ( 
aside  and  told  me  I  had  better  start  being  more 
positive,”  Bills  said.  “He  told  me  to  think  positively 
about  my  skiing  and  then  when  I  was  in  front  of  the 
public,  to  act  in  a  positive  manner.  Since  then,  I 
have  tried  to  follow  his  advice.” 

Once  the  gun  blows,  Bills  said,  all  thoughts  van¬ 
ish  from  his  mind  and  as  if  he  were  in  a  tunnel,  his 
only  vision  is  to  go  as  fast  and  as  clean  as  he  can 
down  the  course..  Sometimes,  he  said,  when  the 
race  is  over,  he  cannot  even  remember  crossing  the 
finish  line. 

Bills  said  he  is  well  aware  of  the  fact  that  success 
comes  to  those  who. train  hard  and  diligently,  and 
for  these.reasons,  he  must  make  certain  sacrifices. 
Time,  he  said,  is  his  major  sacrifice. 

The  ski  team  practices  every  Tuesday  and  Thurs¬ 
day  all  day  at  Sundance,  and  races  at  the  different 
tournaments  on  Fridays  and  Saturdays.  He  said 
although  he  tries  not  to,  sometimes  he  must  take 
some  of  his  study  time  on  Monday  and  Tuesday  to 
practice  skiing. 

He  also  runs  three  to  five  miles  a  day  and  stays 
away  from  all  sweets  especially  chocolate.  “We're 
also  supposed  to  get  a  lot  of  sleep,”  Bills  adds,  “but  I , 
haven’t  followed  that  rule  too  well  lately.” 

To  race  for  the  United  States  Olympic  Ski  Team, 
Bills  said,  has  always  been  his  ultimate  goal. 

He  said  he  hopes  to  ski  with  the  BYU  team  until 
he  graduates  and  would  like  to  help  the  team  win 
the  NCSA  tournament.

'Patroness  of  fire'  Blind  program  facing  fund  cutbacks 
blessed  by  Pope 


SPOKANE,  Wash.  (AP)  —  The 
founder  of  a  religious  order,  credited 
with  answering  the  prayers  of  local 
nuns  by  stopping  a  fire  that 
threatened  Fort  Wright  College  in 
1973,  will  be  declared  “blessed”  by 
Pope  John  Paul  II. 

The  beatification  ceremony  for 
Mother  Marie  Rose  Durocher,  the 
“patroness  of  fire,”  is  scheduled  to 
take  place  at  St.  Peter’s  Basilica  in 
Rome  on  May  23. 

To  be  blessed  is  the  second  part  of 
the  Roman  Catholic  church’s  three- 
step  process  required  before  a  person 
can  be  declared  a  saint.  An  official 
investigation  into  Mother  Marie 
Rose’s  life  and  works  began  in  1927. 


Mother  Marie  Rose  founded  the 
Sisters  of  the  Holy  Names  in  Quebec 
in  1843.  She  died  in  1849. 

Members  of  the  order  of  teaching 
nuns  she  founded  came  to  Spokane  in 
1888,  where  they  established  the  ci¬ 
ty’s  first  Catholic  school. 

Mother  Marie  Rose  is  credited  with 
stopping  a  brush  fire  that  was  thre¬ 
atening  Fort  Wright  College,  oper¬ 
ated  by  the  Holy  Names  Sisters,  said 
Sister  Flavia  Bauer,  the  order’s  pro¬ 
vincial  superior. 

On  Aug.  9,  1973,  a  fire  in  the  Spo¬ 
kane  River  Gorge  was  getting 
dangerously  close  to  the  campus 
when  sisters  tacked  Mother  Marie 
Rose’s  picture  to  trees .
